5. Absolutely no “horseplay” in work 
areas. 

6. Absolutely no use of alcohol or drugs 
in the workplace. 

7. Wear all appropriate equipment, as 
instructed by the supervisor. 


8. All injuries and property damage 
accidents must be promptly reported to 
the supervisor.

Kelleher explained that 
up until 1998 the Conserva- 
tion Authority had grants 
from the province for the 
land taxes on some of their 
propertics. Unfortunately in 
1998 most propertics did 
not meet requirements tax 
exemption. Only a few 
properties met the require- 
ments for reduced taxcs 
however, some propertics 
met no requirements and 
received no relief. There- 
fore. the Lower Trent Re- 
gion Conservation Author- 
ity found themselves with a 
shortfall of $20,000 

Kelleher said with a

Time to think 
about frost seeding 


by Mark Leahy 


Frost seeding of pastures 
has become a common 
method of re-introducing 
legumes and grasses to run 
out pasture ficlds. Last fall. 
pastures were vrazed late in 
the year. Over grazed pas- 
tures provide ideal condi- 
tions for frost seeding 

With snow still on the 
ground. seed 1s sprinkled 
bs hand or acvclone seeder 
As the soil freezes and 
thaws, the seed comes in 
contact with the soil. Freez- 
ing at night creates cracks 
into which the seed falls. As 
the ground surface thaws 
during the dav the cracks 
close covering the seed 

Frost seeding is inexpen- 
sive. It is one of the few 
wavs of seeding pastures 
too rough for machinery 
The best success is with leg . 
ume seed. There has been 
limited success with 
grasses. Trefoit. red clover 
and white clover are leg- 
umes most ofien used Re- 
sults with alfalfa have been 
variable. Timothy has a 
small hard seed and shows 
ithe best results among grass 
varictics 


There are drawbacks 
frost after germination can 
setback or kill new seed- 
lings. Competition from 
grass and weeds can choke 
out new seedlings. Rainfall 
and reasonable fertility are 
needed for establishment 
It may be the second or third 
sear before the stand is cs- 
tablished 

Heavy soils scem best 
adapted to this system 
There is more frost action 
to improve seed contact 
with the soil compared to 
sands Seeding on 
snow leaves a trail for morc 
uniform spreading and pro- 
vides moisture 

Fertilize. with phospho- 
rus and potash in late April 
or carly Mav. 

Best results are seen on 
fields with a thin stand or on 
bare sotl : 

Graze the seeded area 
early in Mav. This reduces 
competition from grasses 
and weeds. Move livestock 
out to avoid over grazing 
and damage to the seed- 
lings. Return livestock 
when new growth ts cight 
to ten inches. Grave lighth 
and return livestock when 
the'plants have regrown

The past few vears have 
seen the land rental rates 
that farmers pav increase duc 
to higher grain and sov bean 
prices being receiy cd b¥ pro- 
ducers 

Higher prices for these 
commodities have provided 
the meentive to farmers to 
produce more and be more 
competitive forland Rental 
rates in this part of the prov- 
ince have been rumoured but 
not confirmed at upwards of 
$748 to S100 per acre In 
some of the counties in the 
southwestern part of On- 
tario- rental rates have been 
reported at $200 per acre to 
vFOW Com What does this 
mean for the land rental rates 
for the 1999 erowine sea- 
son’ : 

With the price of com 
and sox beans dropping dra- 
matically in the past two 
vears and the prospects for 
this coming scason no bet- 
ter. growers need to look at 
wav sof trimming their costs 
Many of the input costs such 
as seed and fertilizer are 
subject to limited negotia- 
tion and most producers will 
pay relatively the same prices 
as in previous years. The 
area of land rental prices is 
one input cost which may be 
negotiated downward in the 
upcoming season 

This vear there would be 
an expectation that land 
rental rates would thus drop 
to the more traditional $15 
to $30 per acre for this area 
but this may not be the case 
There are many agreements 


that are long term in nature . 


and are locked in at the higher 
rates. There may be afear bs 
the tenant that by offering a 
lower rental price, property 
mav be picked up by another 
farmer. The landlord may 
also bereluctant to lower the 
rent as there are certain costs 
associated with land owner- 
ship that are nicely covered 
by higher rents. The price of

Reducing stress when loading 
and transporting cattle 


Cattle will shrink cach 
time they are handled The 
secret is to keep weight loss 
to a minimum 

Lost pounds are lost dol- 
lars. This means reducing 
stress and injury during 


loading and transporting. If 


vou plan to ship cattle this 
week, there maa not be time 
to do a lot with the present 
handling facilities. Take an 
animal level walk through 


. the system. Swing the gates. . 


Here are a few things to 
keep in mind 

The right attitude on the 
part of the handler can make 
a difference. A calm, pa- 
tient, quiet approach is im- 
portant. Plan ahead so the 
cattle and the handler are 
ready to load when the truck 
arrives. It is casicr to be 
calm when things are or- 
ganized and cattle can be 
moved slowly. Distractions 
such as noise, shadows, 
strange people, vehicles and 
dogs can excite cattle. Keep 
these to a minimum. Rub- 
ber stoppers can be used to 
reduce squeaking from 
gates 

The handling facility 
should be in good repair. 
Facilitics should be closed 
so animals can’t see out. 
Check for sharp objects that 
might cause bruising. This 
includes * protruding nails; 
bolts, broken boards and 
sharp corners. In some situ- 
ations, rubber padding will 
help. Cattle will balk at 
shadows and loading di- 
rectly into the sun. Provid- 
ing inside lighting where 
cattle are expected to move 
from outside into a dark 
building. Watch for holes 
and areas with unsafe foot- 
ing particularly on the load- 
ing ramp. Loading ramp 
should be aligned with the 
truck or trailer to avoid legs 
slipping through openings 
and attempts to escape: 
Move cattle in single file 
onto the truck. 

Keep the use of canes, 
prods, etc. to a minimum. 
They can cause bruising and 
excited animals. 

On the truck or trailer, 
separate animals of differ- 
ent size and type. Don’t mix 
strange cattle. Provide bed- 
ding and secure footing.

A case for spring calving: intensive. - 
pasturing the way to go 


by Mark Leahy 


Family, environment and 
finances are prioritics was 
the kev message delivered 
by Tim Singbeil and Janet 
Platt. beef producers from 
Owen Sound ata recent 
meeting for beef producers 
in the area 

After deciding that con- 
ventional methods of beef 
production were not paving 
the bills they did an analvsis 
of the farm business and 
came up with plansto achieve 
these goals. This involved 
changes to management of 
the cowherd and custom 
grazing stockers, They went 
to intensive pasturing and 
sold much of the farm equip- 
ment 


- 


Doing things right wasn t , 


a guarantee for financial 
success. They realized do- 
ing the right things had more 
potential. A beef produced 
has more control over costs 
thanincome. The largest cost 
of a cow calf operation is 
feed. In the 1997 Ontario 
Farm Management Analy- 
sis Project Summary for beef 
cow farms feed cost was 
60 % of total costs 

With this in mind, 
Singbeil and Platt moved the 
herd toa May and June calv- 
ing schedule. This reduced 
winter feed requirements for 
the cow herd. The goal isto 
pasture the herd as long as 
possible. This means inten- 
sive grazing and extending 
the pasture season. Some 
ficlds are cut for hay or 
grazed in late spring or early 
summer and left to stockpile 
for late fall and early winter 
grazing. Thev are also ‘able 
to take Mdvantage of neigh- 
bouring fields of corn stub- 
ble. Cow body condition ts 
monitored to determine if 
feed requirements are met 

As well as reducing feed 
costs, late spring calving 
reduced labour with less 
checking of cows on cold 
winter nights. Calving on 
grass produced healthier 
calves with fewer calving 
problems 

Marketing options in- 
clude selling calves in the 
fall. the following spring,

Use care when handling 
your farm animals 


, Few people consider 
farm animals as a potential 
source of danger. However. 
accidents involving animals 
are the second leading cause 
of non-fatal farm injuries 

Victims may suffer 
crushing injuries to the 
head. torso or extremities 
when large animals fall on 
them or they are caught 
between the animal and 
another object. Falls from 
animals are another com- 
mon cause of injury. 

The handler’s knowl- 
edge of animal characteris- 
tics: is crucial to working 
safely with livestock. 

Cattle and swine have 
panoramic vision allowing 
them to see behind them 
without turning their heads. 
But most animals have poor 
depth perception, making it 
difficult for them to judge 
distances. They can be star- 
tled by sudden movement 
or a loud notse. 

Every precaution should 
be taken to prevent unnec- 
essary accidents.

screened and a decision is 
made. It is also asked that 
the applicant gives the or- 
ganization three references 
from people in the commu- 
nity (a neighbour. a minis- 
ter. etc...) who know them 
This process usually takes 
three to six months. 

Lehtila riotes they would 
rather have people from the 
traditional(20 to 30 vears of 
age) age group apply but she 
also says she knows in 
smaller communities these 
people usually aren't plan- 
ning to stay in the commu- 
nity for long because of uni- 
versity and college

tapped and boils about 200 
gallons an hour making 17 
to 20 gallons of maple syrup 
per hour. Needham says he's 
come a long way from when 
he was 15 and collected the 
sap from the trees on asnow- 
mobile 

The season runs for about 
four to six weeks, weather 
permitting, and Needham 
notes on a good day he'll 
bring in about 10,000 gal- 
lons of sap making 250 gal- 
lons of syrup per day. 

A 1700 gallon sap lank 
pumps the sap to a reverse 
osmosis tank which takes the 
sugar molecules and forces 
the water through it like a 
filter. The sugar that's left, 
called concentrate, is then 
pumped into the evaporator 
then into the finisher where 
Needham can bottle his prod- 
uct. 

Perfect weather for tap- 
ping season is with the tem- 
perature dropping to minus 
four degrees celsius at night 
and anywhere from plus five 
to plus éight during the day 
These temperatures permit 
for the sap to run smoothly. 

Needham says the past 
two years have not been good 
years with only about 50 
percent crop coming in, 
However, this year is already

Behaviour & Discipline 


Parenting 1s a job requiring many decisions on a daily 
basis One of the most difficult decisions, and one that 
almost evervone has advice on, is discipline. Each parent 
has different standards of what 1s acceptable behaviour 
When we talk about behaviour and discipline most people 


think of punishment 


How can you encourage reasonable 
behaviour in your children? 
As a parent, always set a godd example (say please, 
thank vou, if there's a "no hitting” rule in the house, then 


no spanking cither.) 


Treat your children as you would like to be treated. 
Ignore irritating behaviour even if it takes a fair 


amount of time. 


Provide consistent and-appropriate praise and atten- 
tion. Don't wait until they misbehave to give attention. 

When children are behaving inappropriately direct 
their attention to more acceptable activities. 


Childproof you home. 


Offer reasonable choices to children to provide them 
with some feeling of control in their lives. _ 
Expect different behaviour patterns for different age 


groups. 


Points for Discipline 
View discipline as a time for children to learn which 
behaviour is acceptable to vou. : 
Allow children to experience the consequences of 
their actions (within safe reason.) 
Provide children the opportunity to solve their own 
problem instead of having the parent always decide for 


them. 


Set limits. Children need to know what their bounda- 
ries are in order to have a sense of security 
Remember. no parent is perfect and some techniques 


will work for some children and not for others. By being 
consistent and patient both you and vour child(ren) will 
lcarn what to expect from each other 
Look within your local community for resources to 
offer advice and support.

there are linkages within the 
cemmunity for other sup- 
ports and services,’ Neil 
explains. “*So there’s a fair 
amount of displays that night 
that they can look at.”’ 

Neil notes there is only a 
$8 charge for-the whole sc- 
ries of classes but that charge 
can be altered if a mother or 
parents cannot afford it. 

With these classes Neil 
says ‘“we are able to support 
our mothers and families 
once again and, if we sup- 
port them prenatally then 
they have more linkages with 
the community post-natally 
and then we have the healthy 
babies/healthy children pro- 
gram that kicks in afterwards 
or pre-natally. That's a good 
program that’s up and run- 
ning too. We can get them 
information, we can get them 
more support. It’s truly nice 
to support these families once 
again. There was nothing for 
them, educational or any 
kind of support.” 

Neil says that it is ex- 
tremely important that in- 
formation be made available 
to expectant mothers so they 
canhave ahealthy pregnancy 
and therefore have a healthy 
baby.
